An amendment to the Rules simplifying log-keeping requirements for mobiles ! 

DOCKET NUMBER 14853 RM-281 
12.136(a) Thedateand time of each transmission, except that for a period of Bontine 
uous mobile operation, the time of each transmission may be omitted, provided, that 
the dates and times of commencing and terminating such mobile operation are entered 
in the log. (The date need only be entered once for each day's operation. The ex- 
pression "time of each transmission" means the time of making a call and need not 
not be repeated during the sequence of communication which immediately follows: 
however an entry shall be made in the log when signing off so asto show the period 
during which communications was carried on.) Amendment effective 21 March 63 


DOCKET NUMBER 14853 (Concl'd) 


2.ee++-1n this regard, The Commission contemplates that a licensee oper- 
ating mobile will maintain his log at his first opportunity, such as a stop for 
service, food and lodging, or upon completion of a day's journey. Of course, 
memory limitations may require some licensees to make an occasional stop 
to record data necessary for the accuracy and completeness of their logs. 
3. Qualified support was received from those licensees who felt that 
greater relaxation of log entry requirements should be made. As to these 
comments, the Commission notes that meeting the present logging require- 
ments, except the one being changed in this Docket, does not appear to 
impose an undue burden upon licensees and is considered necessary to ad- 
ministration and enforcement in the Amateur Radio Service.

In order for Amateur Radio Station W3TKQ to be more active in amateur

9. 


RULES FOR OPERATION OF W3TKQ IN HOURS WHEN THE 
MUSEUM iS NOT OPEN 


Only those members of Phil-Mont Mobile Radio Club who have been 
checked out and approved by Fredwocd S. Shaw, Trustee, may oper- 
ate the station after hours. 

To be an approved member, the Phil-Mont member may be checked 
out by Nelson Schurr or Lloyd Sherman, but he must be approved by 
the Station Trustee, 

A list of approved operators together with their signatures opposite 
their names shall be prepared. Three copies of this list are to be 
made. One copy shall be kept in the Office of the Director of the 
Science Museum, one in the Office of Director of Personnel and 
Security, and the third shall be in the hands of the Pinkerton Guards. 
Each operator shall be given a certificate signed by Mr. Neathery, 
Director of the Science Museum and by Mr. Shaw, Station Trustee. 
Since this certificate, in effect, gives permission to non-institute 
employees to enter the building after hours, it should be shown to the 
Pinkerton Guards upon request. 

The approved operator must also carry his amateur radio operator's 
license and shall show this to Pinkerton Guard upon entering the 
building. 

A "Sign in-Sign out" book will be maintained at the Pinkerton Guards! 
Desk, The approved operator will sign his name together with the 
time of his arrival when he come in and indicate the time when he 
leaves, 

A key to W3TKQ will be left with the Pinkerton Guards. Approved 
operators may pick up the key upon arriving but must leave it with 
the guards when they leave. 

The above rules apply to "approved operators'! only. No others -- 
whether members of Phil-Mont Mobile Radio Club or licensed oper- 
ators shall be permitted in the building for purposes of operating the 
Station except on nights of regularly scheduled meetings of Phil- 
Mont Radio Club. Likewise, under no circumstances, may approved 
operators bring members of their family nor friends into the building 
under these regulations.
